New Gevernor General of India.—Considerable doubts seem 
te be entertained whether the recent death will oecasion an al- 
teration ia the plans of the New Governor General, bat it is evi- 
dent from the conclasion of Mr, Canning’s Speech to bis Liver- 
pool Constituents that ep to the 30th of August no offer had 
been made to him to join the Cabinet. It is equally obvious 
from that Speech that he will accepi a place if it is téndered to 
him, Those bowever, who profess to know most about these 
matters, say that the ¢ are the best groonds for believing that 
Mr. Canning will come oat tofodia, Independently of the per- 
sonal objections ia a certain hich quarter, it is quite certdia that 
se leng as the present Lord Chancellor remaias in office, Mr. 
Canning is not likely to form any part of the Cabinet. We 
have already alladed to the rumours io circalation relative 
to the Ministerial changes that are rendered necessary by the 
event referred to, bat, as the reader mast be aware, an Iodiag 
Journalist bas few means of acyviting any certain information 
ja those matters. As Tar as we can judge however from a con- 
sideration and comparison of pablic aud private accounts, a 
very partial change only will take plats, at feast enti! the Meet- 
jag of Parliament. The Exrl of Liverpool is stated to have 
made the strongest interest to introduce Me. Canding into the 
Cabinet, but the objer'ions in a certain bi-b quarter wore insur- 
mountable. Thete are many on dits on the subject of an ex- 
tended Administration, but th: y re<t on slender foundation. We 
are inclined to believe that either Lord Harrowbs or the Duke of 
Wellington sill proceed to the Congress—that Mr. Peet will be 
the vee Foreign Secretary —and that Lord Colchesier will receive 
the Home Departmest. Ober reports name Mr. Bracgse Ba- 
thurst as likely to succeed to the vacant office! bat we cannot 
believe such a ridiesioes appointment will be allowed to take 
place, although it would an doubt be very acreotable to the Con- 
gress. There are many reasons why = Ministe, composed of 
any of the materials mentioned in these reports should net cive 
Satisfaction to the Country—A very pressing one is, as 20 Bug- 
ish ‘Contemporary observes, that the “ No Popery party will 
become aii powerful ja the Cabinet, teeeiving aa additioa te 
their nember, while the otner bas suffered « diminution.”

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Letter f-om a Grecian Gentleman.—City, Friday Evening. —A 
mail arrived this morning from Flan ders, but it brings only local 
letters, aod these contain no news either of public or commercial 
importance. A letter was yesterday received from one of the 
Grecian gentlemen who hed been fortunate enoagh to escape from 
the bloody aud barbarous coormities of Scio, It was addressed 
from the son to the father, and it contains a description of haman 
suffering, which “ Panos, ja her wildest mood,” could never have 
conceived. After passing throogh alf the horrors which Turkish 
tevorance, pride, religion, and ordelty could inflict, he arrived, 
with many of tris coantrymen, at the Grecian island Zante, under 
the «pecial protection of Bagland, the land of freedom, and tho 
mistress of the world. Here these onfortanate victims of barba- 
rism bad a right to think themecives safe. They hed arrived 
amongst kindred blood, and they had escaped from monsters bear- 
ing the human shape, more savege than the wildest inhabitant of 
the forest, ‘They were disappointed. Can any man in whose veins 
British blood flows believe it, these unfortunate wanderers were 
ordered by the British Authorities to depart, and only one 
old man, 80 yeare of ace, was permitied to laod, who was 


> pearly in the extremity of death, The present system of Earepe, 
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the Holy Alliance, strict seatrality betwixt Belligerents may ap- 


: pear to the vresent race of Englishmen to jostify sach condact. 
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The present days will, however, pass away. and the fotare histe- 
tian, whilat he relates that the Tarkish garrison of Patras was 
supplied with provisions by the intervention of the British Consul, 
at the time that it was invested by the Christian army, will brand 
with eternal infemy that nation. state, or man, by whose inter- 
venation additional calamities were inflicted on that race of man- 
kiod, from whose creat apeestors every virtue and nearly all 
hamac kaowledge flowed. Where are the advocates of distross- 
ed virtae—where are the assertors of the liberties of mankind — 
where are the frientis of liberal society—where are the patron- 
izers of harman koowledge. that they do aot raise their voices in 
the British Senate, and vindicate the character and glory of their 
sative soil’? They cannet too soon interfere, for the future fame 
of Bagiand depends on her erasiag to patroaise barbariom aod 
ignorance. The expansion of the human mind egnvot be restrsia- 
ed, the Greeks will conquer theirs independence; and te Eng- 
land, free and enlightened, such events will be deeply important 
aod advantageous, 
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Grecian Slaves.—It is mach t6 be deplored that oar laws do 
Dot permit of the Tark marking bis“sense of gratitade to bis noble 
frieads in England in the customary. oriestal manner, There 
mast now be a great. abuadance of Grecian slaves, the market 
mast be overstocked ; and a more delicate and significant mode 
of shewing a sense of obligation to those who have been instra- 
mental to their captivity could scarcely be devised, than to send 
afew of them to this country as presents to the friends of tbe 
Turks, There aremany Members of the Cabinet who would be 
much gratified by this substantial token of high consideration. 
The man of conscience, whose tear is his only charity, who sab- 
scribes for Bibles and weeps most liberally for charities, he for 
instance, might like a handmaid, the more especially as slaves 
do not cost any thing in the way of wages. Other noble families 
might like them to fill the place formerly assigned to little boys, 
that is to say, to endure the kicks and cuffs of the young Gentle- 
men end Ladies. Bot, unhappily, the laws obstroct this method 
of shewing Turkish gratitude. What, however, are our officers 
doing who serve in the Turkish ranks? How is it we have no 
trophies of their gallant exploits! If they cannot send home the 
Slaves that fall to their share—the prize-Mesh they bave earned 
yet surely the evidence of their martial achievements might ap- 
pear in the shape of cars aud noses, many sacks of which have 
been sent to Constantionple, but none have found their way to 
the father-land of these heroic friends to the cause of rape, rob- 
bery, and marder, not to mention crimes haud nominands. How 
gracefolly might strings of the cars and noses of slaughtered 
Greeks be twined around those standards that are boasted te 
have beeu won in assertiog the liberties of mankind. 


Constantinople, June 10.—“ The negociations are suspeaded 
during the Feast of Ramadan, which will last four weeks, and 
will be followed by the Feast of Bairam. Thas, for some time, 
there will be mo political events. In the mean time, the Porte 
appears very decided to bave no change of system. ll the re- 
presentations of the Powers have been fraitlass, and the most 
cruel measures against the Greeks are continued. We still groan 
at the recollection of the late executions which terrified this ca- 
pital. 


It was for some time hoped that the inflaence of the Euro- 
pean Governments would put an end to these cracities, and ene 
is astonished at the condescension of those who compose the He- 
ly Alliance ; but they have se manifested their disinclination for 
war, that the Turkish Government smiles at all their efforts, con- 
vinced as it is that no atrocity can henceforth draw in it any se- 
rious consequences, and that war will not be resorted to for the 
purpose of avenging the massacre of Christians, who are every 
day immolated. Besides the Greeks pablicly exeouted to serve 
as a spectacic to a fanatic maltitade, it is stated that many 
others have beeo strangled at the Baths and in the arsenal, where 
@ great number were imprisoned. 


Thas the Diplomatic Corps at Pera have been condemned 
to witness all these horrers. It being decided, henceforth, to re- 
gard the Tarkish Government as an ordinary Government, it is 
matoral that all inserrection against it should be treated as rebel- 
fio, aad that the paaishments it inflicts should aot be complained 
of, however atrocious they may be. 


The European Ambassadors, either to take advantage of the 
summor, or because during the feast of Ramadan, business is ia- 
terrapted, have for the greater part quitted Pera. Almost all of 
them have set out for Bajukdere and Belgrade, or fot the Isle of 
Princes. The French Minister, the Marquess de Latoor Mav- 
bourg, set oat a few days since for Tarapia, where it appears be 
intends to establish his residence.

From T.xas.—A.gentieman who bas lately been on an ex. 
ploring tour in the Province of Texas, passed throagh Arkansas, 
and has commanicated the following interesting facts relative to 
situation of that country. He represents the condition of the 
people as miserable in the extreme ; indastry is scarcely knows 
among them; and business ofevery description st a stand. Al- 
though possessed of one of the finest and most fertile portioas of 
the globe, yet agriculture is entirely megiected, and, to a persea 
accustomed to civilized life, they present a pictare literally ber. 
dering on starvation; bread-stofls are very searce and dear, and, 
like the natives of the forest, they depend almost entirely on the 
chase for-a scanty sabstance. At St. Antonia, a place which was 
once a wealthy and populoas city, nothing but wretchedness was 
visible. That place is garrisoned by about 75 soldiers, who were 
nearly destitate of ammanition. The people of that place were 
once in a state of ease and affluence, but in consequence of the 
soldiers of the Spanish and Republican armies having been quar- 
tered on, and pillaging them, for several years, together with their 
own indolence, they are now reduced to the most abject state of 
poverty. This remark is also applicable to La Badia and other 
principal posts which our informant visited, — Arkansas Gaceite. 


Tatelligence from Constantinople. —A mail has this morning bee: 
received from France, by which conveyance intelligeace bas come 
to hand from Constantinople, dated the 10th Jane, The news from 
this capital of the much respected ally of the Holy Alliance and of 
the British Ministry, are of a pacific character, in as faras the mag- 
nasimous Emperor of Russia is concerned. There was not at that 
period the most distant suspicion that any interference on the 
part of Russia would preveat the Sublime Porte from ioflictiag 
the most signal vengeance on his rebellious Christian subjects ; 
and eight to ten ships of war were expected soon to sail for Scio, 
to reinforce the fleet under the command of the Captain Pacha. 
This addition to his power would, it was hoped, enable this worthy 
chieftain of banditti to inflict om the other Christian islands of 
the Archipelago, the same vindictive panishment which the il!- 
fated Scio had suffered from his hands. These letters also state 
a prevalent opinion, that the provinces woald soon be de- 
prived of the presence of the Tarkish troops. They also con- 
tain the news that 100 Christian women, the chosen of the ia- 
habitants of Scio, bad arrived there, to be placed ia the Harem 
of this victorious barbarian, the Captain Pacha, One beadred 
boys had also arrived to wait bis fatare pleasare, At the latest 
dates the Turkish fleet remained in the waters of Scio, and the 
Christian fleet hovered around them like a pestilence. No bat- 
tle had taken place. The superior force ef the Turkish ships, asd 
the superior seamanship of the Christians equally forbade it. 
Constantinople was (ranqail, aod trade was conseqoeatly ia- 
proved. 

From Smyrna the letters are only down to the 2d Jane. There 
were po news im this City. The market for girls aod heys was 
rather dall in conseqaence of its having been latterly overstocked 
with these commodities from Scio. Christian ladies of the most 
cultivated minds, and of the best external appearance, could net 
be sold at from more thas 4000 to 10,000 piastres, and the plan- 
dered ornamests and wealth of the birth-place of the immortal 
Homer were eqaally ansaleable in consequence of their aban- 
dance. Ye philantrophists of Eagland, ye visitors of prisoners 
and of the distressed, ye friends of African savages, bow Jens 
will you remain silent, when Christians and highly calsivated 
Greeks are reduced to prostitation and slavery’ 
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From Odessa the letters are dated on the 14th Jane. There 
were no news there, except in so faras the accounts falsify the 
pews from Constantinople of the 10th Juoe. for there had been no 
ebange in the situations of the Rassian and Turkish armics ; and 
there was not the least indication of the evacuation of the Princi- 
palities by the Barbarians. The exchange bad again become 
more unfavourable, having been dove at 25. 10; the previous 
quotation being 25. 

From Leghorn the letters are dated on the 26th Jane. They 
annoance the sailing from Egypt of 40 transports, loaded with 


all the implemeats of war for the Tarkish army in Candia.” 


Amongst these ships there are five ander the before-unpolluied 
flag of Bactand, the Derenoen of trae Farrn, and two of them 
bear that of his Holy Apostolic Majesty. From Trieste the io- 
formation has been received that the fagitives from Scio bad not 
been permitted to receive*the hospitatity of Zante, a Grecian is- 
land under the special protection of free Eagland, bat had been 
eompellied to pursue their voyage to less vindictive and more 
liberal coasts. 

From all these quarters, the determined bravery of the 
Greeksia the Morea is mentioned with the highest commenda- 
tion. — Napoli de Romania surrendered to the Christians on the 
30th of May. With that liberality which freedom of religious 
worship always incaleates, the Tarkish garrison was permitted to 
embark in Earopean ships, and to carry with them one qearter of 
the property of thetows. How. enlike the condact of the Turks 
wherever prosperity has carried them. Deserted by Christian 
Europe, the present sitaation of the Greeks is certainly appalling 
to every well-wisher for the bappiness of the descendants of the 
civilizers of the world. Their case is not, however desperate. 
They are engaged in the cause of liberty, and there is a charm 
which attends their name which will permit none to despair of 
their sacerss. Coostaney and devotion will hourly add to Gre- 
cian liberty, and the eraelty and barbarity which the Tarks have 
already inflicted on them,-render the success of their cagse more 
certain. 

The finish has been pat to Colombian freedom, for it is car- 
rently reperted and believed, that Porto Cabello, the last refuge 
of the oppressors, has surrender to the Patriotic Army. 


Apathy to the treatment of the Greeks.One of our contem-

We confess that we are anwilling to believe that the people 
ef Bogland, who lately sympathised so keenly with the persecat- 
ed Protestants of Nismes, are really so lost to all manly aod 
ttocrous sentiment, as to contemplate the transactions at Scio 
ib indifference, or to wish for the total extermiaation of the 
Greeks. We would fain bope that a hand will yet be stretched 
eat in bebalf of that interesting people, that they will at least be 
theered and encouraged by usio their arduous straggic. We 
tre anwilliog that the charge of infamy should attach to the na- 
Sen, aad become the heritage of our sons, that we shoald be so 
lest to the example of our forefathers, as to do that which would 
cause Eoglishmen to blush wherever they appeared. We know 
the beartlesswess and hollowness of many of those who pat them- 
selves forward as philanthropists, men who usually move only 
secording to the hints they receive from Courts, and with whom 
tbe utmost beight of virtue is to prevent some poor labourer from 
Procering a Senday’s meal. Weknow bow mack the candour 
which esed to be so characteristic of the people of Eegland has 
bese impaired by the canting efforts of these pretenders to 
p\itanthropy. Bat we are persuaded there is yet mach sound 


feeling io Bogtand, which will barst forth ia spite of Hypecrites 
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and Holy Alliances. At all events we are resolved to de our daty to 
our countrymen on this trying occasion. We will not cease aimo- 
nishing them in season and out of season, in the bope that some 
high-mioded individuals may yet retrieve the national fame. 
For the loss of this there can be no adequate compensation. 
The elevation of a country’s character commanicates itself te 
the individuals ef which it is composed, and its ignominy cannot 
be less operative. 


Paris, July 8. —You see we have had another unfledged con- 
spiracy, to the great sorrow of the country, and the delight of 
Ministers. A plot at home, or a plague with their neighbours, 
were their only possible chances for keeping their places, and 
unfortenately for as one of these has happened. Could we but 
have seen them ia their private bours, before this ill. planned aod 
worse executed attempt at Colmar, what prayers should we not 
bave heard pat up for the breaking out of the yellow fever ia 
Spaio, or some such eruption of domestic discontent as has just 
eccurred. They have got one of these desires—and I hope it 
may work its effect, by making them mere insolent and intoler- 
ant—by orging them to push their efforts for the subversion of 
every feeling and priaciple of freedom and liberality; and thas 
driving the disgast of the nation to a pitch which must over- 
whelm them. 


You can conceive nothiag approaching to the incapacity of 
the cowardice of these men, Yourown set are bad enoagh in 
the first particalar; bat then they brave the public hatred, and 
by that means keep, ujth a portiea of your high minded nation, 
some footing and influence. Daring is the great seeret of ther 
power—but the Cabinet here !—They qoake at every step; they 
think, like all cowards, that their beat security is rashness ; yo 
they neutralise in one moment the acts of that which preceded 
it.—Home terrifies them — Berton tarns their beads—and Spaia 
puts them ia a cold sweat! They are every day talking of retir- 
ing (Cordier particalarly,) bat the King insists on their keeping 
io a little longer, preferring the torment they give him by theie 
weakness to the appearance of imbecility, which these frequent 
changes create. Besides, having got us into our present position 
with Spaio, they mast get as out of the sorape, or shew the 
spirit to go through the business as they have begun. Ao im- 
mediate change in theimpolitic measures connected with that 
country would cause considerable embarrassment. The rapid 
recal of the army would be a hazardous experiment io its pre- 
sent excited state. The conspiracies of Belfort, Nantes, La 
Rochelle, and Colmar—and the undiscovered ramifications of 
the latter are exaggerated in the miads of both soldiers sud 
people. It ispretty generally believed that the Cordon Sanuaire 
has been in orore than one place inoculated with the spirit of 
Spanish patriotism; and that the soldiers begin to ory out against 
their mountainous and regged quarters, and to show symptoms 
of insubordination. Secret orders (which like all other seorets 
have contrived to transpire.) have been sent to the French Mi- 
nister at Madrid, toobserve the most conciliatory, not to say 
cringing, tone to the liberal Members of the Cortes; bot we 
have as yet no insight into his instructions regardiog the Minis- 
ters and the Kiag. To what steps the latter unhappy personage 
may be arged, weknow not; and rely upon it our altras care 
not, so it may forward their wild aad wicked views.

misuse of the very extraordinary and extensive powers given to 
officers and others, by the tate stataie 34 George IV. cap. 40, 
begin now to be pretty generally felt, Mr.G. Huish, the beadle 
and deputy overseer of St, George’s, in the Borough, avpled 
yesterday to Mr. Alderman Smith, for his advice as to the coa- 
struction of that clause of the act which authorizes jasiioes of the 
peace to order overseers of the poor to pay a reward of Ss. to any 
constable or other person apprehending an offender, Their p+rish, 
unfortanately, was much infested with prostitutes, and they had 
been served with several orders for the payment of rewards for 
apprehending them from the magistrates of the Thames police. 
and also from those at Union Hall, These they at first paid, bur 
finding them come so thick upoo them, they had thought proper to 
demur, and they were now threatened with warrants of distress 
to levy the same upon the goods of the overseérs. He urged that 
these rewards were by the statute directed to be paid by the over- 
seers of the poor of the parish wherein such act of vagrancy 
should be committed, and inferred, that as common prostitutes 
and night-walkers were described by the act asidle and disorder- 
ly persons, in contradistinction to other offenders who were to be 
deemed rogues and vagabonds, and incorrizible rogues, the act 
did not intend to grant the reward for their apprehensiow, buat for 
that of the other class of offenders whose offences came more par- 
tieglarly under the description of an act of vagiancy, If it 
should be iaterpreted to the apprehension of prostitates, all per- 
sons, officers or otherwise, being aothorized to apprehend them, 
the charge upon the parishes would be more burdensome than 
the poor rates thomsclves, judging from what bad taken place in 
Gifforent parts of the metropolis, where 50, 65, and, in one in- 
stance, upwards of 100 of these unfortunate creatures bad been 
taken into custody in one night. 
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Mr. Alderman Smith despaired of removing, by any seve- ; 


rity, the nuisance occasioned by these loose women; the great : 


object was to keep them from congregating together, andto pre- 
vont them from being disorderly in the streets. He agreed as to 
the great burden these rewards would entail upon the parishes, 
bat declined giving any decision as to the constraction of the act; 
and advited the parish officers to submit the question for the 
Opinion of counsel. 


Brno. Street.—Gaming.—Y esterday (Aagust 20,) James Noe! 
Francis Brown, aod cighteen other well-dressed men, were 
brought up from St. Martia’s watohhouse, by Nicholls, Bilis, and 
Morris, three of the condactors of patrol, charged with being 
found at a common gaming bouse in Pall-mall, contrary to the 
atatate. 


Private information was received by the Magistrates a few 
days ago, that a common gaming table was kept at No. 55, Pall- 
mall; and on Monday a warrant to eoter the house, and to seize 
all persons and gaming apparates found therein, was put into the 
hands of J. Swith, due of the privcipal officers, who, with Taun- 
ton, Ruthven, and about 15 others, went to the house soon after 
midnight, They took with them a ladder, which was placed at 
the first hoor window with cautious silence, and Ruthven mount.

quiescent state round a table, Ruthveo was obliged to dash bis 
arm through a pane of glassto get at the window fastening in- 
side before he could enter, and in doing so he cut his band se- 
verely, The defendant Brown met the officers on the stairs, 
and attempted to close a door against them, and when Morris, 
one of the conductors, attempted to force his way in, Brown 
struck him a heavy blow ia the side, and knocked him down. 
Tho rest of the defendguts conducted themselves very quietly,

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Suffolk foxy Dinner —Reform. 
(Times, Friday, August 23, 1823.) 


— Oe Wednesday the Gentlemen of the county of Soff -ik attached to 
the principles which guided the eablic eondnct of Charles James Fox, 
assembied and dived together at Ivswich, for the parpese of celebrating 
the bicth-day of that distingui-hed statesman. No room in the town be- 
ing large enoagh to accommodate the nameroos company. the dinner 
took piace ia the Cora Exchange, which was very tastefully prepared 
for the occasion. A roof wx« thrown ever the square which 
the exchange forms ; this covering together with the wal's, was decorat- 
ed with branches of tavrel aod Gowers. On the Ieft side of the mark- 
et, a fail-length cast of Britannia was placed; on the right stood a fi- 
gore of Justice. At the bottom of the tables, and immediately opvesite 
the chair, a best of Pox was raised anon a pedestal. Immediately behind 
the Chairman was a screen of buff coloured silk, on which were iuscribed 
in white letters, the following word«:—" The Kine and Constitation ;” 
* The glorious principles of 1683." The event excited erent interest in 
the town, and at intervals doring the day the bells of the Tower Charch 
rang a merty peal. At Go'clock, Sit Henry Benbary took the chair, at 
which time about $00 most respectable geniiomen had seated them-elves 
round the tables, Near the Chairman sat the following gentiemen: — 
Thomas Ciarkson Chenery, Exq. ; John Mosely, Esq ; J. Macdonald, 
Esq M.P.; A. Arcedechne, bey ; Sir Robert Harland; Lord Henry 
Fictroy; Lord Hoot nefield ; Sir W. Midd’eton ; T B. Lennard, Feq. 
M. P.; Joba Disney. Beg. ; John Arcourt, Peq. ; —Powell, Exq ; Cap- 
tain Worth ; Thomas G ern, Peg. ; Thomas Pearson, Exq ; and — Eagle, 
Esq. The dinner Was exerlent, and an imoortant addition had been 
made to the good cheers by Sir W. Rowley and dir T. B. Lennard, each 
of whom seat two fat berks. During the coarse of the evening several 
songs were sung by diff rent gentlemen, amongst whom was a young 
man said to b- the son of the celebrated J aciedon. 


As soon as the cloth was removed, Sir ROBERT HARLAND rose 
for the parpose be said, of apologizing for the shernre of Sir Williem 
Rowley. Uniti the last moment he bad hoped that they woald hive enjry- 
ed the pic asore of seeing their esteemed representative among them that 
Gay ; but when he stated the caare of the absence of the worthy Baronet 
he was convinced they would excuse it.

+ ed to describe the nature of the reform which he desired to see effected. 
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these primcipies of civil aad religious liberty which Mr. Fox bad so boid- 


ly and eloquently asserted. Upee such an orcasion as the present, i¢ 
was not naapt te inquire what werethe leading principles which guided 
Mr. Fox's political conduct. They might be sscertaived by 
observation of the general tenon: of his public life, and by 
these speeches which he had delivered with the greatest care and dvli. 
beration. Mr. Fox's apinions resembled those of old Richard Rumbold, 
He did not think that God seat the msjority of mankind inte the world 
with bridles in their mouths, and saddtes on their backs, ip order that @ 
few of their species might mount and ride them. (applause) Mr. Pox 
thought that the source of legitimate power was in the veople ; that pre- 
fogatives were given to the King, not for bis own benefit, but for that of 
the people ;that taxation without representation was anéonstitational : 
that it was not safficient that the laws were ostensibly equitable, but 
that the ereatest care was necestary to prevent thei perversion; (hat 
when the people are oppressed and redress cannot be obtained by 
petition, resistence is righteous and constitutional, Bat only when 
undertaken with that probability of anccess which distinewished the 
wise schemes of the patriot from the rash enterprises of the political ad. 
ventorer, (eheers.) Me. Fox, too, had always been the champion of reli. 
gions freedom > he deprecated the mixing ap of political matters with 
speca lative ovinions on the sebject of religion. Mle might sumup the 
character of Fox by saving that he was always ready to advocate the 
ec aims of joctice and homenity. Rat, notwithetanding the sanctity of 
the caase which this great man advocated, andi in despite of bin amiahie 
private character, he had heen pecaliarly marked oat for the object of 
slander and matienity, Whilst he lived he was called a radical, and 
if he had been in existence at the present time, he would have been de. 
signated a radical (applause) He trasted that gentlemen before bim 
would not be fricttened by the name of radical, but weenld reflect that 
if Mr. Pox had been alive he would have shared it with them. (applame) 
Powrterity would de juctire to Mr. Fox, and would see his character in its 
trae baht. The Hen Bironer concinded with proposiog the “ [mmor. 
tal Memory of Charles James Fou.” (chcers.) 


The toast was drank in silence.

Sir W. MIDDLETON stated that he had received a commanication

The CHATRMAN said, he (elt some relnetance in again obtrading, 
himself apon their notice, after having already occupied ae much of their 
atteation, tat he could not, however, permit the mext teast to @o foith 
unaccompanied with some observations, Perhaps he eonld not better 
introdace the sabject of reform to which the teast referred, than by 
qioting, if the company were not tired of quotations, the opiuions of 
Mr. Fox upon that point. The honourable Baronet then read the fol. 
lowing passage froma speech delivered by Mr. Fox in the House 
of Commous, in the year 1709:—"' Ll have invariably declared myseif a 
trieod (to parhamentary reform by whosoever proposed, and though in 
all the discussions that have takew place, I have had cceasion to express 
my doubt as to the efficacy of the particular mode, Lhave never hesitated 
to say that the principle itself was beneficial; and that though aot call. 
ed for with the orgency which some persons, aod among otbers, the 
right honourable gentleman, declared to exist, 1 coustawtly was ef opi. 
niow that it onght not to be discoursged.” Mr. Pox afterwards proceed. 


* T think that, acting on this footing, to extend the right of election 
to house-keepers, is the best and most advisable plan of reform, I think 
also, teat it te the most perlect reenrrence to first principles; I do not 
mean to the Giret principles of society, nor the abstract principles of 16. 
presentation, but to the fret kuewa and recorded principles of our con- 
stitation, According to the early history of Kogiand, and the bighest 
authorities op our parliamentary constitution, 1 find this to be the case. 
It ts the Opioion of the celebrated Glanville, that in ol] eases where no 
particnlar right intervenes, the common-law right ef Beot and lot was 
the right of election in the land, This was the opinion of Se: geaat 
Glaeville, sod of one of the most celebrated commitions of which 
oar parliamentary bistory bas te boast; and, this iu my opinion, \s 
the safest line of conduct you can sdopt, But it is said, that ex- 
tending the right of voting to house-Leepers may, in some respects, 
be compared to wniverssl suffrage. Ib ve always deprecated universal 
suffrage, not so mach on asceoont of the confusion to which it would 
lead, as Decanse T thhok we showld ia reality lose the very objeet whieh 
we desire to obtain | because I think it would ia ite netare embarrass 
and prevent the deliberate voice of the country from being beard, Ide 
pot think that you augment the deliberative body of the people by count- 
ing ott heads, bet that im trnth you confer on individuals by thie means 
the power of drawing forth numbers who, witheot deliberatios, wonld 
act saplicitiy epen theic will, My opioton is, that the best plan of repre- 
srotation is (hat which wonld bring inte sctivity the greatest gumber 
of iadepeadent votes, apd usat that is defective which would bring (ort 
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those whose situation and condition take from them the power of deii- 
beration. I can have no concseption of that being « good pian of electi- 
on which should enable individuals to bring regiments to the poll.” 
Sach appear to have been the opinions of Mr. Fox with respect to re- 
form oa the last occasion on which that question was agitated during the 
conti e of bis public life. He, for his part, had never been able to 
understand how avy person could cail himself a Foxite and refuse his 
snpport to the canse of reform, especially in latter times. (applause ) 
The basis of Mr. Fox's political creed was, that the foundation of real 
power lay in the people. Mr, Fox saw the danger to which the conn- 
try and its liberties were exposed 25 years ago, bat what would he 
have said ifhe bad lived to witness the present period of national dis- 
tress and parliamentary degradation? (cheers.) It had been the common 
practice of moderna timesto oppose every attempt at public improve- 
meat by an outery against innovation. [fan a' tempt be made to mitigate 
the severity of ovr criminal code, which not only disgraced bot rendered 
pull the laws; if awish be breathed for a revisal of the principal 
of tithes, which operated as a bar to harmony between the clergy 
and the agriculturalists ; if a desire be expressed to distribute more 
equally the ample revenues of the charch, in order that a few of 
the clergy might not revel in nnbounded wealth, whilst the great body 
of their brethern were suffering in poverty, a ery of innovation is imme- 
diately raised. (cheers.) This practice prevailed inthe worst times of 
Engli-h history. Those gentlemen who adoptedit appeared to think 
with the poet-- 





* All other errors bat distarb the state, 
* But innovation is the stroke of fate.” 


He would ark to what did the peonle of this coantry owe their rights and 
Mberties? To what did they owe the reformed religion, andthe house of 
Hanover? Why, to resistance. (cheers.) There were some persons who 
professed to be friends of reform, who held opinions to which he could 
not givehis assent, These gentlemen admitted it was extremely desira- 
ble ; nav, perhaps, almost necessary, to obtain an extensive reform; but 
they said that the times were against us, and that we should take what 
we could get, however little, even the leact particle of reform; aud if 
we cauld not obtain this, wonld have ns to console ourtelves because Bri- 
tish freedom was still secured by the trial by jary, and the press, With 
the crea'est deference to the individuals who entertained those opinions, 
he must declare that he conld not acqniesce in them. He believed that 
when Parliament, which was the hich conrt of appeal and last resort of 
the sol jeet, was placed beyond the inflaence of the people, and became 
corropt, all the rest was a nollity; the trial by jury was bot aname, and 
the liberty of the press lay at the mercy of the enemies of the people. 
(applause.) The example of the reign of Charles the second was sufficient 
to convince the people of England, how little good laws can protect the 
subject, ifthose who administered them were wicked or profligate. Fox 
anid, that a magistracy, when it wished to act tyrannically, stood in littie 
need of tvrannical laws to enable it to execute its purpose; the bare ac- 
quiescence of the legislature in such acase was sufficient to annihilate 
every right of the people, Nothing could effectually secure the consti- 
tation of this country but a recurrence to the first principles laid down 
by Mr. Fox, which would give to the people the power of sending to Par. 
Hiament real and not virtual reprerentatives, who would exercise @ sa- 
Intary control over the public purse, and over the ministers of the Crown 
(cheers) He believed the company took the same view ofthe question, 
and he would therefore propose as a toast.

The next toast proposed by the Chairman was, * The cause of the 
civil and religioas liberty throughout the world,” which was drank with 
three times three. 


The CHAIRMAN stated, that he felt great pleasnre in submitting 
the follewing toast to the company, becanse he felt the highest regard 
fer the nobleman to whom it referred, both on account of his many pri- 
vate virtues and his integrity as a pablic charocter. He gave the “* Duke 
of Grafton,” which was drank with three times three, aad mach appre- 
bation. ’ 


Lord HENRY FITZROY rose amidst cheering. Tn reterning thanks 
for the honour which the meeting had jast conferred epon his brother, 
he felt it unnecessary to repeat a statement of the reasons which in- 
induced him (the Duke of Grafton) to abstain from attending their din- 
pers. He last vear at Bory made those reasons koown (applause), and 
at the same time he stated what the political opinions ot his brother were. 
That bis brother had acted up to his professions by his pablic conduct, 
and particniarty by hie declarations in favour of reform at Stowmarket, 
mast he thought, be admitted. (epplense.) Though his noble relative was 
persooaily absent from the meeting, his heart and soul were with their 
cause, (applavee. )

He therefore at ence proposed “ The 
health of Lord Henry Fitzroy,” which was drank with three times three, 
aud great applanse. 


Lord H. FITZROY roce and was received with cheers. He was 
not inseosible to the kindness of the meeting, sorte the complimeat 
which had been paid him by the chair. He attributed the favourable 
opinion which they appeared to entertain of him to efforts—feeble al- 
though they were —which he had made in the cause of civil and religious 
liberty. (applause.) The inflnence of such meetings as the preseat ap- 
on the result of their efforts was evident in the namber of Soffulk 
men who had been added to the friends of reform, and in the condnct 
of their opponents, What was that conduct when they (the reformers) 
had their first meeting in Stowmarket? They abstained altogether from 
appearing, and contended themselves with putting forth a counter de. 
claration, which consisted merely of assertion apon assertion, unsupport- 
ed by the shadow of an argument, The object of the whole was to make 
the people believe that they were not distressed and badly governed, be- 
cause they were in a better sitmation than other countries. (epplause.) 
A great change might be observed in the condect of their opponents. 
At the last Pitt dinner, which was held in that town, the gentlemen 
spoke ina very sobdaed tone of the reformers. They who were formerly 
called revolntionists, were sliowed to have the good of the country at 
heart, thongh they endeavoured to attain their object by other means 
than those adopted by their opponents. These modern sticklers for an- 
tiqnated notions did not ite here; they had gone a step further. At 
the last county meeting they appeared penitent; they seemed half in 
clined to recant their former errors, for they were ready to affix their 
signatares to a series of resolations (with the exception of one) decier- 
ing the necessity of a reduction of those very establishments which they 
had been in the habit of supporting by their votes in the House of Com- 
mons. (epplause.) Those resolutions were moved by centiemen whom 
on a former year these same persons stigmatised as radicals and revoln- 
tionists. What conld have produced this change? Why, the landlord 
could get no rents, the clergyman notithes, aod the farmer no remane- 
rating price for his corn. (loud cheers.) Certain gentlemen began te 
perceive that they had almost spent their last shilling, which they had of- 
ten expressed their willingness to do. They foond that their property 
was daily being traneferred to other bands, and what was this bot the 
consequence of spending money. (appleuse.) Sareiy no people had ever 
been so galled, so swindled of their understanding os well as their me- 
ney, a8 the landed interest of this country. (cheers.) He did pot wisk 
to dwell upon the misfortanes of the landed gentiemen; be quarrelied 
with no man becaase he differed from him on religions or political sabjects; 
he held ont the hand of good fellowship to all men, except such as dis 
carded reason, and sabstita ted in its plece prejadice and detraction. 
(applause-) Uf the reformers would steer clear of extremes, and atteod 
onty te the dictates of reason and common sense, be conld anticipate the 
ultimate triemph of their eanse. (lead and contiaved applause.)

He avowed 
himself a stannch reforteer, not of the constitetion, but of the abnses 
which bad creptioto it. He coneiaded with proposing the health of 
their worthy Chairman—Sir H. Baubary. The toast was drank with 
three times three and great appianse. 

The CHAIRMAN, after saying a few words by way of thinks, 
proceeded to observe, that their opponents, who called themselves the 
disciples of Mr. Pitt, were puzzled to account for their conduct, 
They said they acted apon the principles of their master, but, when ask.

He bad also 
beard that Mr. Pitt approved of a composition of tithes and the ameliora- 
tion of the poorlaws; bathe never adopted any measares to effect 
those objects. The greatstatesaan appeared to have passed his life, 
as he remembered an old Italian epicram described the emperor Joseph 
to bave done, ia forming plans which he mever lived to exeente. (ap- 

.) ‘The worthy Chairman coneinded by proposing * Tue healibs 
of Lords Grey, Lansdown, and Holland, and may the peers of England 
always remember that their privileges are identefied with the liberties 
of the propia” 

The wext toast was “Lord Albemarle and the Reformers of Norfolk.” 

Mr, MACDONALD rose amidst loud applanse. It fell to his lot to 
say a few words on behalf of the nobie lord whose heaith the ‘Company 
hed jastdravk., He regretted that the moble Lord was not present upon 
this occasion, because he hoew wellbow much the cordisiity of his man- 
ners, which only represented the sincerity of his heart, wonld have con. 
tribated to the pleasure of the company. (applause) Neat, however, to 
the satisfaction of seeing the soble Lord among thera, weuid be ihe 
pleasure which he should feel of reporting to bim the spirit and harmony 
in which the evening had been passed.

absence of the members of the most valuable class of the community, 
(applawse.) Their chairman was not destined to look down « long avenue 
of clerical countenances without his being able to relieve his eye by glaa- 
cing it apon one single exhilarating specimen of the trae Suffolk Yeoman.

Readers with any notices of Mr. Moorcroft’s public proceedings 
in the prosecation of the objects for which his last journey to 
Ladack was andertaken. We have not ceased however to fee} 
an interest in the success of this eaterprizing Traveller, end we 
have therefore received mach gratification from the perusal of 
& Series of Letters addressed to a Friend and Correspondent 
ef bis in Town, of which we have been permitted to form the 
following abstract :—

The ostensible object of Mr. Moorcroft's Mission is to pro- 
eore for the Hon"ble Company’s Stad, supplies of the Toorkman 


Horses, similar to those sent by the King ef Persia to His Britan- ; 


wie Majesty, and which are objects of admiration to all Connois- 
seers in Horse-breeding in Bogiand ; the best means of eBecting 
this seems to be traversing Chinese Toorkistan, with the permis- 
sien of the ralinog authorities, and visiting the countries in which 
exist in abundance the best materials for the breed of Toork- 
man Horses, whea all difficalty io regard to their acquisition 
will be speedily overcome, for the Toorkman is said tobe not 
an original race, bat to derive his strength aad constitution from 
bis dam, and bis speed from his sire. Another and new species 
of the Horse Geous is expected to be procured from a part of the 
country of Chang-thang, called “ Kanree” of snowy mountain ;

The highly desirable objects which may be effected by 
the seccess of Mr. Moorcroft’s energetic exertions, ia addition 
to the obtainment of Horses, are, access to the Trade in Turkey 
Rheobarb, to that of the Silk and Shawl-wool of Khoten, aod 
of the Kirghiz, Kasak, aod Kalmuk Hordes on the Highlaeds 
of Pamar and on the border of the Steppes which separate 
Chinese Toorkistan from the Bmpire of Russia, The Mogul 
Merchants are stated to be decidedly ia favour of the British 
iatercouse with Toerkistan, anticipating from it benefit to tbhem- 
selves. The quantities of Shaw)-woo! prodeced in the proviace 
of Ladakh are said to be immense, and more than sixty 
thousand individuals obtain sabsastence in Kashmeer solely 
by the Shaw! mavufacture, their wages, barely seflicient to 
preserve them from starviog, theagh ia a most pleatiful country, 
with the grinding oppression of the present Raler, occasions fre- 
quent emigrations: aa instance is mentioned of foar thousand 
shops of Shawl workmen having left the country in the preced- 
ing year, and six thousand mere being expected to depart. 


A very destructive Bpidemic had attacked the Sheep in tho 
year 1821, whereby their flocks were thinned in the proportion 
of nine in ten, yet the woo! was very abeodant and indicated a 
vastremaioder. The Honorable Company had made purchase 
of Sheep's-wool in districts where the disease had ceased; and 
the absolate aecessity for cearse wool in Bagland for commen 
cloths and carpets, considered with the bich rent of land in that 
country and the probability that ne part of Burepe can raiso this 
commedity so cheaply asthe wilds ef Tartary, encourages the 
opinion that it might advantageously be made an article of 
transport to Britaio im barter for British manafactures; for 
however dangerous may appear the saggestion of competition ia 
what has hitherto been considered a staple of Britin, if it 
were satisfactorily shown that coarse wool could be furnished to 
the British weaver cheaper than that of the same quality pro- 
daced there, the encouragement which it is desirable should 
be given to oar macafactares render the attainment of such an 
object worthy the consideration of those at the head ef commer. 
cial affairs. 


The difficulties of Mr. Meorcroft’s Journey are deseribed 
as very serious, though the fair prospects of getting through 
Yarkuod and Kasbgur, aed the advantages thereby attaipabie 
reuder the delay and expeace by whiok the attempt to sucecod is 
accompanied, perfectly jastifiable ; the hardships which the party 
saffer are occasionally great, liviog for months on turnips, dry

Rs. 46.5, which bad been 
presented by his Sircar to the Defendant, who bad writica across: 
* This bill is incorrect —the books having been returned.” 

Defendant stated that on the 20th December, 3822, he called 
on the Plaintiff, who had some Children’s Books for private sale. 
He selected several and calculated the amount, which was 
58 shilliegs, or rating that sem at @s. per Sa. Ropee—29 Rupees ; 
bat that the Piaietiff afterwards said that ts, 34 was his price, 
though if a large supply was taken the price would be consider- 
ably lessened. He took the Books away at @. On the 3ist 
December he retarned them with a Note to the Plaintiff. 


Pleiatiff deposed that be sold the Books at 1s. 3d. and gave 
in a Memorandem, made by Defendant, at the Invoice prices 
with two ealealations attached, one redacing the amount to Sicca 
Rapeces at 2s. the other at Is..3d. per Sicea Rapee. Defeadant 
acknowledged the Memorandum to be his handwritiog. 


The Commissioner then demanded Plaintiff's proof that the 
Books were sold at the rate charged in the bill, ts. 3d. per Sicea 
Rapee. 

Pleiatiff then produced the following Mote (before al- 
beaded to) :— a 


“My Dean Sia,—My Partner objects te give more then at 
the rate of 2 Shillings per Rupee for the Books ¥ brought away 
the other day from your place. Ef you are agreeable to let us 
have them, at that rate, we shall gladly keep them. YT ber, how- 
ever, to retarn them, lest youshould not aceede to or offer, and 
to apologige for the delay in writing to you on the subject.

This Note was sent with the Books, which were retoroed 
eleven days after they bad been purchased, daring which interval 
ac Examination had takea place at Defendant's Academy. Some 
of the Books sold were Robson's Peamen, Fioarishing Copies, 
ker. necessary for Boy's Pieces. Plaintiff reecived this Note at 
a Friend's Howse where be resided. He went out immediately 
witha viewto speak to Defendant, regarding his conduct, but 
meeting him on theroad turned back to his residence, where he 
feund Defendant, who attempted to return the Books, and 
Pisintiff refasiog te receive them Lack, threw them on the 
couster ofa shop belonging to the bouse. Pilaintif€ did pot 
koow to that moment where the Books were. 


The Commissioners gave a decree for the Plaiatif at 2. 
per Sicea Rupee, being Sicca Ropees 29, there being so proof 
that the Books had beep sold at another rate.

I have often seen whatis called a “grand house” in this 
country, where there were lots of silver stleks aod uniform tur- 
bans to be seen at every tura leading to the drawing room or 
dining room, bat Lord help as, when you come to examine things, 
the chairs were dusty, the walls not swept, cobwebs here and 
there, table linen coarse and ill washed, dinner cold and ili 
dressed, lots of plate to see but no dishes to eat, and the wise 
as bad as wine could be, yet all this show kept ap, to please the 
Natives I suppose, (for bad living disgusts all who partake of it) 
at an enormous expease far excoeding what an elegant table 
would cost, with a due allention to economy. 


But this savours more of food for the body than food for the 
miad, which my Book was to have contained when I began it this 
moraing.

I must cow conclude my Prosp ectos by promising, at a fu- 
tare period, 4 short ebapter ia exhortation to these Youngsters 
who cet :cto 4 Regiment, where there is on Officer ia command 
who keeps thom to their daty. This Officer is most generally de- 
nomicated ‘‘agreat brate,” “acursed bore,” “ an old Jogec who 
merely orders parades to annoy one, and who thinks bimsel( ag 
amaziog fac fcilow, because be has got the command, aud comes 
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Dandas over us.” Tosuch Youths I would say “ wait alittle” antil 
you are better able to jadge of people's motives and reasons for 
acting, than you dre now ; aod depend apon it you will think 
better of your Commanding Officers ;—at all events ,it shows ap 
extensive weakness of intellect, talking in sach terms behind 
ope’s back, as Chesterficid bas it, when you would not dare 
to say “the same thing to his face. 


Thad a few lines roughly sketched the other day on “ Big 
Wigs,” bat 1 blotted them out, as Big Wigs and head-strong- 
Youngsters are iacurable ; they herd well together and would not 
read my Book if they knew I presumed to tell them how to 
behave. If a Big Wig could only peep for 10 minutes into the 
heart of a sensible, clever and observing man, and see there what a 
figare he would cut, he would come down lots of sieps io a great 
hurry, and very cleverly suit his conversation to bis com- 
pany in all time coming. A good rub fora’ Big-Wig” to know

nate counter-tenor key ; he seldom speaks to any ove except he 
he can exbibit ina flirtation when all eyes are upon him; bat if 
he is not observed he is sullen, silent, and outof hemour, It is 
this species of reptile that becomes so inflated with their own 
importance, that they ascribe all their good fortune to their own 
transcenodant merit, look down on every one, and those friends 
that were once dear to them are now neglected and treated with 
the most sacering and coatemptuous indifference. 


The character is not so uncommon as to require a minute 
description, but is sufficiently disgusting to induce any one to 
endeavour, by setting forth the awful batred which these mon-

A depatation from the Grand Jary having in obedience to 
your Lordship’s instructions visited the jail ig company with the Sheriff, 
and the bills sabmitted to the Grand Jury being disposed of, I have been 
directed to deliver in the followiag report to your Lordship. 

The Grand Jary were mach disappointed to find that none of the 
improvements to the jail, saggested by former Grand Jaries, have yet 
Leen jotrodeced, not even those regarding the cleanliness of the jail 
specified in Para. @ of the report from the Grand Jory on the 18th of 
April last, which might be carried into effect at a very trifling expense : 
the Grand Jury therefo:e respectfully recommend that they be adopted 
without delay , and that the Sheriff be farther avthoriged to clear away 
all rabbish aed filth from the several compounds, and to cut down all 
trees standing Gear the walls or beildings. 

The prisoners’ cells and rooms biving been all whitewashed at the 
commencement of Christmas holidays look clean and neat, bat former 
Grand Jories having at other seasons of the year foond them ina very dif. 
ferent state, and consequently recommended that they should be white- 
wased four times io @ year instead of once according to the practise 
hitherto, the present Grand Jury beg leave to support that recom- 
mMesdation 

Tae Grand Jory refrain from repeating the observations which have 
been made regarding the consiraction of the buildings; and from orging 
(heir own opiaron respecting them, and also respectiog the seemingly s1- 
per flaons vo swells; because, they onderstand that a compe- 
teat committee hare been a inted by Goveroment to enqsire into the 
s thew fee! pereaeded will be attended to. 
ts bevieg ecearred from driving, and riding 
ods, the Grand Jory consider this a very 
fit eppertanity of sebmitting to rour Lordshie that althoagh by Rale, 
rdemance and Regelatior II! Article XVI. wemal ies are denouan- 
ord against ail persons thas offen benefit would resnlt from 
Ssviog what is esaally trmed, the Laws of the Roads, pablished by 
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anthority, both in the English and in the native languages; the accidents 
which are almost daily occerring, being a clear proof that they are either 
mot well understood here or verv carelessly observed. 

The frequent occurrence of accideots atthe Gates of the Fort also, 
appear to call for a more strict Regulitioon regarding the ingress and 
egress, of carriages, and they beg leave accordingly te recommend it as 
deserving the serious attention of Government. 


In conclusion the Grand Jury have only further to notice the very 
serious inconvenience which they have sustained this Sessions from be- 
ing so few in number, and to request that a greater namber of summons

To the Editor of John Bull, 





Sir, 

The present period appears to me more fertile in those im- 
provements and works, which ean alone mark the English tole in this 
country, than any which has preceded it, and a stranger now arriving in 
India (particularly the Bengal Presidency) cannot fail to discover many 
of those peculiarly English works which have made the mother country 
s0 pre-eminent among the nations of Eorope. We have Steam Engines 
in considerable nambers; a Steam Boat is now building, Dredging 
Machines have lately beew introduced, and the pablic were not long 
since greatly delighted by the inspection of the Lron Suspension Bridge 
ererting under the superintendence of Lieutenant Schalch ; many other 
similar improvements will at once occur to every one. A rumour has 
reached me that Government has, with extreme liberality, signified 
their willingness to defray half the expense of openings new road from 
Garden Reach to Caleatta, not only by asherter line, but to avoid the 
necessity of passing through the very disagreeable Kidderpore Bazar. 
The new line would leave the old road at Mr. Kyd's upper gate, and 
passing uader the old wind-mill, reach Tolly’s Nullab about half be- 
tween its month and Kidderpore bridge ; here avother Irom Suspension 
Bridge would be erected of such breadth as to allow two carriages to pass 
abreast; from this point the road would lead along the Moidaan or 
Esplanade till it joined the Course road exactly where it bends off a 
branch to the left for the use of the Jail and Hospital. 


To those who have had frequent oecasion to visit Garden Reach, the 
proposed line of road must at once appear a very great improvement, 
and to those who reside there a great advantage would be gained, by 
the ewhanced value of their property, 


If Thave not been misinformed, therefore, regarding the liberal 
Intentions of Government, I really hope so elegant and useful an mnder- 
taking will not not fail thro’ from the want of a corresponding spirit on 
the part of the proprietors in Garden Reach, or blindness to their own 
interest. Tam given to understand that the whole improvement could 
be executed for 50,000 Rapees ;—Now if Government were to contri. 
bate 25,000 of this sum, T cannot contemplate the possibility of failure 
in raising the other 26,000 among the proprietors of Garden Reach, if 
the matter be properly submitted to them, I am not a proprietor my- 
self, but If T were, I wonld subscribe 2 or3 per cent. upon the valne of 
My property to accomplish such an object, and I am perfectly persuaded 
that I per cent. or at the most 1), would be sufficient to secure the ob- 
ject. Tama tenant howeverin Garden Reach, and shall cheerfally sub 
scribe a quarter or a half as much as a proprietor, rather than such an 
wudertaking should fail for want of means,
